A  Bit  of  History 

The  Close-To-Nature  Company  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  1908  and  incorporated  in  1910 
under  the  laws  of  Iowa  to  do  a  general 
manufacturing  business.  It  has  been  con¬ 
ducted  these  many  years  by  W.  H.  Monroe, 
its  founder,  and  Paul  Monroe,  with  the  co¬ 
operation  of  a  board  of  directors  all  of 
whom  with  one  exception  were  among  the 
original  incorporators. 

Established  for  the  express  purpose  of 
manufacturing  an  invention  of  its  founder, 
it  has  confined  its  operations  almost  ex¬ 
clusively  to  its  own  inventions  which  have 
been  numerous  and  which  have  given  the 
company  a  somewhat  distinctive  name  and 
character.

Among  the  several  articles  manufactured  by  the  Close-To-Nature  Company,  are  the  following  to  which  this  catalog  is 
chiefly  devoted. 


Close-To-Nature  Canvas  Houses 


This  Open  Air  or  Fresh  Air  house  was  one  of  the  first 
inventions  of  this  company.  The  object  was  to  design 
something  better  than  a  common  tent  for  outdoor  living 
and  sleeping, — something  that  would  keep  out  the  insects 
and  elements  and  let  the  air  in, — something  that  could 
easily  be  taken  apart,  carried  to  the  woods,  parks,  or  sub¬ 
urbs  and  easily  put  up  again.  Such  a  tent  house  was 
greatly  needed.  It  also  happened  that  it  was  at  the  be¬ 


ginning  of  the  period  for  the  fresh  air  treatment  for 
tuberculosis.  No  sooner  had  this  new  fresh  air  house 
been  made  public  than  it  was  seen  to  be  specially  adapted 
for  the  fresh  air  method  of  taking  care  of  tuberculosis 
patients.  This  use  in  addition  to  its  demand  for  camping 
and  outdoor  living,  immediately  gave  it  a  great  sale  and 
now  through  all  these  years  it  has  stood  first  among  tent 
houses. 


Close-To-Nature  Cottages,  Garages,  Etc. 


The  Close-To-Nature  lines  of  portable  wooden 
buildings  are  distinctively  unique  in  their  method 
of  articulation  and  assembling.  The  principle 
consists  in  a  variety  of  sections  with  which  or 
from  which  any  size  or  shape  building  may  be 
constructed.  Buildings  for  many  purposes  are 
designed,  but  especially  cottages  for  Tourists’ 
Camps,  Parking  Stations,  Suburban  Development, 
etc.  Garages,  Bunk  Houses,  Refreshment  Booths, 
Pergalows,  etc.,  are  constructed  from  the  same 
system  of  sections.

Their  great 
practicability,  their  ease  in  erection,  their  complete  collapsibility  for  transportation  or  storage,  their  instant  shutter  ad¬ 
justment  for  any  kind  of  wind  or  weather,  their  open  air  features  while  protecting  from  insect  pests,  their  secure  anchor¬ 
age  against  high  winds,  and  their  simplicity  in  construction  have  mad6  Close-To-Nature  most  popular  of  all  canvas  houses.

A  Simple  Luxury  on  Your  Lawn 

One  of  these  houses  on  your  lawn  will  prove  a  delight.  No 
need  to  swelter  in  trying  to  sleep  under  hot  roofs,  because  the 
canvas  house  is  as  cool  as  the  atmosphere.  Open  air  sleeping 
is  not  a  fad,  but  is  founded  on  common  sense,  hygienic  laws 
and  universal  medical  advice.  People  who  do  not  have  a 
sleeping  porch  may  spend  five  to  seven  months  in  a  Close-To- 
Nature  house  and  make  enough  red  blood  to  carry  them  thru 
the  long  winters  in  their  half  ventilated  bed  rooms. 


Boys’  and  Girls’  Scout  Camps 

These  houses  are  a  delight  for  the  boys  and  girls.  They  are 
enough  of  a  tent  not  to  be  a  house  and  enough  of  a  house  not 
to  be  a  tent.  They  give  all  the  feeling  of  being  outdoors  yet 
they  have  some  of  the  refinements  and  comforts  of  home. 
Free  from  flies  and  mosquitoes, — the  bane  of  camp  life,  the 
young  folks  really  enjoy  their  outing.  Then,  too,  these  houses 
are  erected  and  taken  down  by  the  boys  and  girls  themselves. 
This  feature  is  worthwhile.  When  the  camp  is  opened,  put 
the  crowd  to  assembling  the  houses  and  by  night  time  they 
will  be  ready  to  move  in.  Then  at  the  close  of  the  season, 
again  put  the  youngsters  on  the  job  and  the  houses  will  soon 
all  be  rolled  up  ready  for  storage  till  next  season. 


Tourists’  Camps,  Etc. 

Tourist  camps  supported  by  municipalities  and  associations 
find  in  Close-To-Nature  houses  a  most  popular  method  of  fur¬ 
nishing  accommodations.  “The  Great  Lake  Way  Clubs”  of 
Michigan  thus  describes  their  camps:  “Each  camp  is  similar 
to  the  other  in  equipment.  Situated  here  and  there  in  the 
forests,  are  electric  lighted  Close-To-Nature  canvas  houses. 
They  are  far  enough  apart  to  afford  privacy,  yet  close  enough 
to  forestall  the  utter  lonesomeness  of  the  open  spaces.  These 
are  the  sleeping  quarters.  They  will  accommodate  from  two 
to  six  persons,  depending  upon  the  size.  These  Close-To-Nature 
houses  are  equipped  with  beds  designed  for  comfort.  The 
houses  are  waterproof,  sanitary,  free  from  insects,  livable  in 
every  respect  and  permit  uninterrupted  flow  of  the  invigorat¬ 
ing  night  air  of  the  Michigan  summer.” 


Tuberculosis  Sanitariums,  Hospitals 

Of  all  the  varied  and  many  uses  made  of  Close-To-Nature 
houses,  there  is  no  one  use  so  extensive  as  that  in  tuberculosis. 
When  these  houses  were  first  exhibited  more  than  a  dozen 
years  ago  at  the  great  Iowa  State  Fair,  they  attracted  imme¬ 
diate  attention  of  physicians  and  officials  in  tuberculosis  work 
and  were  at  once  adopted  for  housing  tuberculosis  patients, 
and  they  may  now  be  found  in  every  part  of  America  from  a 
single  house  in  some  private  home  taking  care  of  some  sick 
member  of  the  family,  to  a  half  hundred  in  some  large  tuber¬ 
culosis  hospital  or  sanitarium,  housing  several  hundred 
patients. 

A  physician  need  give  only  a  glance  at  this  house  to  know 
that  it  offers  every  condition  needed  by  a  patient, — an  abun¬ 
dance  of  fresh  air,  yet  by  means  of  the  sliding  shutters,  com¬ 
plete  protection  from  drafts  and  inclement  weather.  In  case 
of  a  sudden  storm,  it  may  be  instantly  closed  weather  tight  if 
desired. 
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Method  of  Construction 

The  Close-To-Nature  canvas  house  consists  of  a  wood  frame¬ 
work,  of  metal  fixtures  and  reinforcements,  of  canvas,  and  of 
the  necessary  parts  for  operating  the  sliding  shutters,  etc.  The 
frame  is  spruce,  cypress,  or  other  strong,  light  wood.  The 
metal  parts  are  malleable  iron  or  steel  cut  out  with  special 
dies.  The  entire  house  is  easily  put  up  or  taken  down,  no  tools 
being  needed,  no  bolts  to  insert  or  remove.  The  principle  em¬ 
ployed  is  the  slot  and  the  wingnut  or  thumnut.  Canvas  is  perma¬ 
nently  attached  in  the  factory  to  the  frame  parts  and  is  not 
removed  when  the  house  is  taken  down,  except  the  roof  and 
gables  which  are  in  one  piece  and  pull  on  over  the  rafters  like 
a  hood.  The  walls,  the  shutters,  and  the  door  all  collapse 
with  the  canvas  attached.  The  articulation  of  the  frame  parts, 
and  the  reinforcement  and  construction  of  the  house  is  so  per¬ 
fect  that  there  is  no  “weaving”  or  “giving”  which  is  so  objec¬ 
tionable  in  a  common  tent. 

The  canvas  is  attached  to  the  frame  parts  in  sections  or  parts 
so  that  it  matters  not  how  many  times  a  house  may  be  erected 
and  taken  down,  there  is  never  any  trouble  about  the  canvas 
shrinking  or  stretching.  This  feature  is  highly  important  and 
helps  make  the  Close-To-Nature  houses  so  successful  and 
popular.  The  wood  frame  is  finished  in  mission  and  the  metal 
parts  coated  with  a  black  oxide  to  prevent  the  canvas  becoming 
discolored.  The  steel  grooves  or  angles  in  which  the  shutters 
move  up  and  down  are  as  long  as  the  walls  are  high  and  serve 
as  strong  reinforcements  to  the  wooden  framework. 

Shutters — V  entilation — Protection 

The  shutters  move  in  steel  grooves  and  close  by  sliding  up¬ 
ward.  This  permits  the  best  form  of  ventilation  since  the  wind 
may  be  closed  off  the  lower  part  where  the  beds  are,  but  al¬ 
lowed  to  enter  freely  under  the  eaves  even  during  hard  winds 
and  rains. 

While  the  shutters  themselves  are  on  the  outside,  they  are 
operated  by  cords  from  the  inside.  In  case  of  a  sudden  storm, 
the  house  may  be  almost  instantly  closed  weather  tight  without 
going  on  the  outside. 

Will  Not  Blow  Away 

Many  years  of  the  most  severe  tests  against  high  winds  in 
every  part  of  the  country  including  several  parts  of  New  Mexico 
where  common  tents  cannot  be  used  and  in  other  wind-swept 
places,  have  demonstrated  that  the  method  of  anchoring 
Close-To-Naturo  houses  is  the  correct  one.  Winds  that  destroy 
common  tents  or  canvas  houses  whose  anchorage  is  from  the 
base  or  floor,  have  little  or  no  effect  on  Close-To-Nature 
houses.  The  anchorage  is  from  the  roof,  not  the  base.  The 
houses  are  held  securely,  floor  or  no  floor.  Guy  wires  are 
attached  to  rails  running  through  the  eaves  of  the  roof.  The 
“pull”  is  downward  on  the  whole  frame  and  the  tension  is  the 
same  on  every  part  of  the  canvas  roof.  A  wind  can  do  no  harm 
unless  it  breaks  a  guy  wire  or  cable  or  pulls  up  an  anchor. 

High  Grade  Canvas  Used 

For  the  tops  or  roof,  a  high  grade  10  oz.  Double  Filled  Khaki 
is  used.  It  is  specially  water-proofed  by  one  of  the  best  known 
processes  and  is  absolutely  guaranteed.  The  proofing  will  last 
as  long  as  the  canvas,  the  life  of  which  is  greatly  prolonged  by 
the  process.  Our  records  show  the  canvas  lasting  many  years. 
If  a  leak  should  occur,  it  would  be  because  of  a  defect  and  if  one 
should  occur  within  a  year, — and  defects  will  show  up  in  that 
time, — we  will  re-process  it  free  of  charge.  The  walls  are  made 
of  an  8  oz.  Khaki  but  not  water-proofed.  Since  the  walls  are 
vertical  they  do  not  need  the  extra  expensive  treatment.

Floors  Built  in  Sections 

The  Close-To-Nature  house  is  a  complete  unit  without  the  floor,  the  broad  base¬ 
board  allowing  it  to  be  slightly  sunk  in  the  ground,  thus  shutting  out  insects  and 
water.  But  floors  add  largely  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  house  and  are 
very  desirable,  especially  if  it  is  to  be  used  long  in  one  place.  A  floor  may  be  cheap¬ 
ly  made  at  home,  but  in  case  you  want  something  better  and  more  adaptable  than 
home-made,  we  furnish  floors  built  in  sections  that  fit  snugly  together  without  the 
use  of  tools.

The  customer  receives  the  house  in  practically 
three  sections  or  parts,  namely,  the  floor  in  one  sec¬ 
tion,  and  two  sections  consisting1  of  an  end  and  side 
each.  The  walls  are  hinged  to  each  other  so  that  all 
that  is  necessary  in  taking  down  or  erecting  the 
house  is  to  take  out  or  insert  the  pins  in  the  loose- 
joint  hinges  and  to  unhook  or  hook  the  frame  of  the 
house  to  the  floor.  The  roof  and  gables  are  simply 
a  hood  which  is  drawn  over  the  rafters  and  held  in 
place  by  the  awning  fixtures  and  a  few  push  tacks. 
The  framework  fits  on  the  outside  of  the  floor  so 
that  rain  cannot  run  in  on  the  floor. 

When  open,  the  canvas  shutters  at  the  sides  form 
awnings,  while  those  at  the  rear  and  front  roll  up  out 
of  the  way.  When  closed  down,  weather-tight,  the 


metal  rods  of  the  awnings  hold  down  and  fasten 
down  the  shutters  securely  at  the  sides  so  that  the 
wind  cannot  blow  them  open. 

The  upper  panels,  as  may  be  seen  in  the  pictures, 
are  screened  with  wire  screening  which  permits  an 
abundance  of  fresh  air  but  excludes  the  flies,  mos¬ 
quitoes  and  other  insects.  Canvas  is  genuine  khaki. 

We  make  but  one  size.  It  is  four  feet  nine  inches 
long  by  four  feet  wide.  The  walls  are  four  feet  high, 
while  the  extreme  height  to  the  ridge  pole  is  5 ^ 
feet.  This  size  we  have  found  most  desirable  for  a 
play  house  for  all  children  old  enough  to  appreciate 
such  a  house.  A  smaller  size  will  not  accommodate 
enough  children,  while  a  larger  one  is  not  a  play 
house  and  does  not  appeal  to  the  children. 


The  house  is  safely  anchored  to  the  ground.  By  means  of  bolts 
and  wing  or  thumb  nuts,  the  floor  is  affixed  to  stakes  in  the  ground, 
the  stakes  being  driven  flush  with  the  floor  and  hence  are  out  of 
the  way  and  not  seen.  The  floor  is  perfectly  finished  and  stained, 
as  is  all  the  framework  of  the  house,  a  green  color. 

The  house  is  shipped  flat, 
the  floor  forming  one  side  of 
the  crate  while  the  other  side 
is  covered  with  half  inch 
boards,  thus  completely  pro¬ 
tecting  the  house  so  that  the 
customer  receives  it  without 
a  mar  or  blemish.

THE  FOLDING  BUNGALO 

The  Folding  Bungalo  is  the  completest  yet  simplest 
thing  in  the  line  of  tent  house  construction  that  we  have 
ever  seen.  It  incorporates  the  experience  of  many  years 
of  canvas  house  building.  Many  attempts  have  been  made 
by  different  manufacturers  to  construct  a  folding  frame 
tent  house  but  nothing  has  ever  come  to  our  knowledge 
that  is  as  simple,  practical  and  successful  as  the  little 
Folding  Bungalo. 


THE  TWO  HINGED  SECTIONS  AND  DOOR — Now  ready  to  begin 
unfolding  the  two  sections.  Each  section  consists  of  end  and  one 
side  hinged  together.  The  upper  half  of  each  side  and  end  are 
hinged  to  the  lower  half.  The  gable  is  hinged  also  to  this  upper 
half  at  end.  It  is  all  a  simple  process  of  unfolding. 

METHOD  OF  CONSTRUCTION 

The  frame  consists  of  2x2  F'ir,  Cypress,  Spruce  or 
other  light  dependable  material.  The  panels  are 
hinged  to  each  other.  For  example,  a  complete  side 
consists  of  two  panels,  an  upper  hinged  to  a  lower, 
and  folds  down  on  the  lower  for  shipping  purposes. 

An  end  consists  of  two  panels  and  the  gable, — all 
three  being  hinged  to  each  other  so  as  to  fold  com¬ 
pactly  for  transportation  or  storage.  One  complete 
end  is  hinged  to  one  complete  side  and  fold  on  each 
other.  Hence  the  whole  framework  of  the  Bungalo 
is  hinged  in  two  sections,  an  end  and  a  side  consti¬ 
tuting  a  section  and  these  sections  at  the  proper 
corners  are  fitted  with  loose  pin  hinges  so  that  all 
that  is  necessary  to  connect  up  the  two  sections  is 
to  slip  in  the  pins  at  two  corners. 

CANVAS  COVERING 

The  canvas  covering  is  all  in  one  continuous  piece 
and  easy  to  apply.  The  roof  and  gables  are  in  the 
shape  of  a  hood  to  pull  down  over  the  rafters  while 
the  canvas  walls  and  awnings  are  but  an  extension 
of  the  roof  and  gables.  However,  instead  of  making 
the  whole  canvas  structure  in  the  form  of  a  sack 
or  bag  which  would  make  it  very  hard  to  pull  down 
over  the  entire  framework  and  which  might  so 
shrink  this  season  as  to  give  you  trouble  in  pulling 
it  over  the  frame  next  season,  we  divided  the  canvas 
vertically  at  each  corner  of  the  frame  and  at  the 
awnings. 

This  makes  It  not  only  very  easy  to  place  on  the  frame¬ 
work  hut  obviates  all  trouble  that  might  occur  from  shrink¬ 
age  since  we  have  made  ample  allowance  and  this  allowance 
is  folded  in  on  itself  at  the  corners  as  well  as  at  the  bottom 
frame.  The  fact  is,  you  may  put  this  Bungalo  up  and  take  it 
down  for  a  half  dozen  years  and  we  assure  you  that  you  will 
never  have  any  trouble  in  making  it  “fit.”  We  simply  have 
circumvented  the  almost  “fatal”  objection  which  has  here¬ 
tofore  stood  in  the  way  of  this  class  of  tent  houses. 


IN  ITS  CRATE — Each  Bungalo  goes  to  the  customer  complete  in 
one  crate.  Size  of  crate  is  15"  x  3'  x  9'  for  No.  79.  Size  for  No.  912 
is  15"  x  3'  x  12'  approximately.  The  customer  may  make  two 
crates  of  it  for  convenience  or  may  not  crate  it  at  all  for  trans¬ 
portation  on  the  truck  or  car. 

AWNINGS  AND  WINDOW  CURTAINS 
The  awnings  are  a  continuation  of  the  roof.  A  rail  runs 
through  a  hem  at  the  eave  to  which  are  attached  the 
ropes.  This  eave  rail  keeps  the  awning  taut  and  prevents 
unsightly  sagging.  The  awning  braces  are  a  part  of  the 
folding  framework. 

SCREENING 

The  openings  under  the  awnings  and  the  entire  door 
are  covered  with  a  high  grade  of  rustless  pearl  wire  screen¬ 
ing.  This  is  permanently  attached  in  this  factory.  The 
canvas  covering  on  outside  of  the  door  may  be  rolled  up. 


UNFOLDING  THE  FRAME — lie  joins  the  two  parts  of  a  divided  hinge 
by  slipping  in  the  hinge  pin.  He  then  lifts  up  the  folded  down  side  and 
slips  in  another  pin  at  the  far  corner.

The 
method  of  construction  obviates  very  large  sizes  as  such  an 
articulated  framework  if  too  large  and  heavy  would  be  dif¬ 
ficult  to  use.  In  a  small  size  it  is  the  simplest  and  easiest 
thing  going,  but  in  a  12x24  or  18x36  it  would  be  almost  an 
impossibility. 


CANVAS  GOING  ON — The  entire  canvas  section  has  been  thrown  on  the 
rafters  and  the  hooded  top  pulled  down  over  the  gables.  It  now  remains 
to  pull  down  the  wall  sections  or  strips  and  fasten  the  same  at  the  bottom 
and  the  corners,  l'ush  or  thumb  tacks  are  sent  in  each  shipment  for  this 
purpose.  Note:  We  have  omitted  from  the  pictures  the  inside  curtains 
which  close  the  openings  under  the  awnings. 


“MOVE  IN” — A  few  minutes  ago  it  was  in  its  crate  and  now  you  are  ready  to 
move  in.  The  door  you  receive  complete  and  is  fitted  with  loose-joint  hinges, 
half  of  each  hinge  being  on  the  door  and  the  other  half  on  the  door  jambs.  The 
awning  braces  fold  with  the  frame.

The  Pullmanette  is  the  latest  and  we  believe  best 
thing  yet  devised  for  the  tourist.  The  novel  device 
combines  the  tent  proper  and  the  sleeping  annex. 
Erected  with  a  single  metal  pole  which  telescopes 
to  take  small  space  when  packed,  the  Pullmanette 
provides  such  service  as  to  make  touring  really  de¬ 
lightful.  To  be  independent  on  your  trip,  it  is 
necessary  for  you  to  provide  your  own  camping 
quarters  for  over  night.  Most  tents  provide  but 
poor  and  inadequate  accommodations  and  your 
stop  is  no  rest  at  all  but  usually  just  the  opposite, 
especially  if  you  must  fight  mosquitoes  all  night. 

While  the  Pullmanette  is  mosquito  proof,  having 
a  bobinette  netting  over  the  door  in  addition  to  the 
door  flap,  the  sleeping  apartment  is  doubly  so  by 
having  a  screen  between  the  tent  proper  and  the 
annex  which  is  divided  in  the  center  and  which  fas¬ 
tens  with  the  new  Zipper  fastener,  thus  making  it 
absolutely  insect  proof.

Spread  it  on  the  sands  of  Arizona  and  the 
lizards  stay  on  the  outside;  or  pitch  your  tent  on 
the  plains  and  the  snakes  cannot  make  you  a  bed¬ 
fellow;  or  camp  in  the  Mojave  Desert  and  the  sand 
fleas  go  hungry.

The  Overlander  is  the  counterpart  of  the  Pull- 
manette  without  the  sleeping  annex.  For  the 
tourist  who  wants  this  type  of  tent,  he  will  find 
nothing  better  than  the  Overlander.  Only  a  few 
minutes  needed  to  erect  this  tent.  It  is  erected 
with'a  single  telescoping  pole,  while  the  awning  has 
jointed  poles  as  shown  in  the  picture.  The  large 


door,  same  as  in  Pullmanette,  has  a  bobinette 
screening,  while  there  is  a  large  window,  16x20  in., 
in  the  rear  which  is  also  screened.  This  window 
also  has  a  flap  which  may  be  lowered  or  raised  by 
means  of  cords  without  going  on  the  outside.  The 
flap  is  on  the  outside  and  securely  prevents  rain 
entering.

A  common  tent  out  in  the  sun  is  intolerably  hot.  It  is  always  uncomfortable  in  warm  weather,  even 
in  the  shade,  if  closed,  and  if  opened  up  for  the  air,  it  is  taken  as  an  invitation  by  flies,  mosquitoes  and 
bugdom  generally.  A  tent  is  intended  for  use  in  warm  weather  and  yet  there  is  nothing  more  uncomfort¬ 
able  than  a  closed-up  tent. 


Hand  Made — Well  Made 


To  be  eminently  efficient,  and  con¬ 
sequently  highly  comfortable,  a  tent, 
either  for  home  use  or  touring,  should 
possess  the  following  as  among  its 
many  good  qualities:  freely  open  to 
the  air  on  all  sides  by  means  of  large 
windows;  perfectly  screened  against 
insects;  shutters  that  are  easily  op¬ 
ened  or  quickly  closed,  weather  tight, 
and  the  operation  done  from  the  in¬ 
side;  simply  and  substantially  erect¬ 
ed;  adapted  to  a  variety  of  uses;  and 
last  but  by  no  means  least,  it  should 
be  attractive  in  appearance,  since 
most  tents  are  a  disgrace  to  one’s 
lawn  and  a  scarecrow  when  out  on  a 
touring  expedition. 


Kind  of  Fabrics 

We  use  a  light  weight,  hard  thread  tough  fabric  dyed  khaki 
and  treated  water  and  mildew-proof  Preservo.  Nothing  better 
or  more  reliable  and  serviceable. 

The  screens  are  of  the  best  of  bobinette  or  patented  screen 
cloth,  strong  and  very  serviceable.

Ropes,  Poles,  Etc. 

While  we  furnish  with  each  tent  a  complete  set  of  poles  for 
the  tent  and  awning  and  also  a  jointed  ridge  rail  for  the  roof 
and  a  door  rail  for  the  front,  so  that  in  case  you  want  to  erect 
the  tent  on  your  lawn  or  at  the  lakes,  it  may  be  held  substan¬ 
tially  and  rigidly,  yet  you  need  not  carry  all  these  on  your  tour, 
since  the  tent  may  be  erected  with  only  part  of  the  poles  we 
supply. 

The  poles  and  rails  are  nicely  finished  and  stained,  and  made 
of  very  light,  strong  material,  such  as  spruce,  cypress,  etc.,  but 
not  of  the  heavy  yellow  pine. 


This  arrangement  of  shutters  may  be  used  at  home  or  on  your 
trip  when  stopping  a  few  days  in  one  place.  No  sticks  needed. 
In  rainy  weather  this  gives  fresh  air  while  excluding  rain, 
mosquitoes,  flies,  etc.  One  great  inconvenience  in  touring  is  in 
being  laid  up  for  a  few  days  because  of  rain  and  having  to  be 
shut  up  in  a  hot  tent. 


These  tents  may  be  said  to  be  practically  hand  made.  Of 
course  the  seams  are  run  on  our  power  sewing  machines  and 
much  of  the  other  work  is  done  by  machinery.  But  there  is 
so  much  particular  work  that  cannot  be  done  by  machinery 
and  so  much  other  work  that  can  be  done  better  by  hand  that 
“Hand  Made”  is  a  good  appellation  for  our  Ventilated  Tents. 

Floor  Cloth 

If  you  so  order  it  we  will  furnish  a  floor  cloth  of  heavy 
water-proof,  mildew-proof  Preservo  duck.  The  floor  cloth 
is  supplied  with  a  number  of  grommets  around  its  edges 
for  pins  to  hold  it  to  the  ground.  A  detached  floor  cloth  has 
the  advantage  in  that  if  it  gets  wet  and  muddy,  it  can  be 
hung  up  to  dry.  But  being  water  and  mildew-proof,  it  can 
be  rolled  up  while  wet. 

Head  Room 

Our  Ventilated  Tents  are  all  made  with  the  rear  wall  5 
feet  high  and  the  front  7  feet.  This  affords  ample  head  room 
for  the  person  of  normal  stature.  Good  head  room  is  one  of 
the  necessary  qualities  of  a  convenient  tent. 
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This  is  a  sort  of  permanent  arrangement  for  use  on  your  lawn 
for  fresh  air  sleeping.  It  is  not  supposed  that  you  earry  all 
these  sticks  and  ropes  on  your  tour. 


It  Has  Two  Uses 

Having  been  for  many  years  builders  of  canvas  houses  for 
outdoor  living  and  open-air  sleeping,  we  recognize  that  many 
people  who  want  a  canvas  house  for  use  on  the  lawn  also 
now  want  a  touring  tent  and  cannot  afford  both.  Hence  we 
have  made  a  “two  in  one”  affair  so  that  one  purchase  serves 
both  objects.  Use  it  on  your  lawn  from  April  first  to  Oc¬ 
tober  first  but  if  you  want  to  take  a  trip  across  country  or 
go  to  the  lakes  or  the  woods  for  a  few  days  or  a  few  weeks, 
divest  the  tent  of  most  of  its  poles,  roll  it  up,  and  it  is  one  of 
the  best  touring  tents  now  on  the  market.

BACK- YARD  INCINERATOR 

Outside  of  cities  where  the  have  garbage  col¬ 
lectors,  the  disposal  of  garbage,  waste,  and  rub¬ 
bish  has  always  been  a  problem,  especially  so  in 
the  summer  time.  Even  in  winter  if  the  residence 
is  not  heated  by  furnace,  it  is  difficult  to  get  rid 
of  the  waste,  common  stoves  not  being  adapted 
to  burning  garbage  and  rubbish.  However,  people 
have  always  got  along  in  some  manner  without  a 
garbage  incinerator  and  perhaps  may  yet  do  so. 

But  with  tie  coming  of  better  things  and  the 
financial  ability  to  get  them,  the  back  yard  incin¬ 
erator  is  taking  its  place  as  one  of  the  modern 
factors  contributing  to  health, — to  neatness, 
cleanliness,  sanitation. 

Health  officers  are  now  seriously  objecting  to 
the  heretofore  common  practice  of  dumping  the 
waste  in  the  back  alleys  or  in  the  back  yard.  Such 
a  practice  contributes  to  the  breeding  of  millions 
of  flies  which  means  the  extensive  dissemination 
of  disease  germs.  The  time  is  rapidly  approach¬ 
ing  when  every  little  town  and  small  city  will  have 
an  ordinance  compelling  either  the  burning  or 
burying  of  all  rubbish  and  garbage  as  a  health 
preservation  and  disease  prevention  measure. 

Construction  of  the  Rubbish  Burner 

The  pictures  show  the  method  of  making  this 
incinerator.  The  body  is  made  of  a  heavy  grade 
of  rustless  metal  that  is  not  affected  by  heat  or 
weather.  The  “grate”  is  of  basket  shape  and 
made  of  heavy  wire  or  rods  that  will  not  burn  out. 

This  “grate”  lacks  a  few  inches  of  touching  the 
bottom,  thus  leaving  a  place  for  ashes  which  are 
easily  cleaned  out  by  any  ordinary  oven  cleaner, 
dragging  the  ashes  out  of  the  small  door  at  bot¬ 
tom  in  front.  A  space  intervenes  between  the 
grate  basket  and  the  metal  sides,  thus  allowing 
a  free  circulation  of  air  all  around  it  and  up 
through  the  basket  thus  rapidly  drying  out  the 
garbage.  This  ingeniously  devised  “basket  grate”  is  a  very 
important  and  valuable  feature  in  any  garbage  burner 
and  so  far  as  we  know,  is  the  only  one  now  in  use. 

The  Hot  Sun  Helps 

Place  this  burner  where  the  sun  will  shine  on  it,  and 


there  is  created  inside  a  high  temperature  which  rapidly 
dries  out  the  wet  materials.  The  heat  creates  a  draft 
which  enters  the  wire  door  at  the  front  near  the  bottom 
and  flows  through  the  “basket  grate”  up  and  out  through 
the  smoke  pipe.  A  perfect  draft  is  thus  created  which 
causes  rapid  drying.

Fly  and  Spark  Proof 

.  As  may  be  seen  in  the  pictures,  closely  woven  wire  guards  the 
entrance  door  at  the  front  and  the  chimney  at  the  top.  No  sparks 
can  get  out.  Trash  can  be  burned  any  day  whether  during  a  high 
wind  or  a  rain.  Flies  cannot  enter.  This  is  a  worthwhile  feature. 

Burn  As  Often  As  Desired 

Whenever  full  or  less  than  full,  place  a  lighted  match  either  at 
the  lower  front  door  and  allow  the  fire  to  burn  upward,  or  light 
it  at  the  top  and  let  it  burn  downward  just  as  you  like.  What  does 
not  burn  is  seared  by  the  fire  so  that  it  is  harmless  and  will  dry 
out  by  the  next  burning. 

Just  the  Thing  for  the  Camp 

It  is  always  a  problem  what  to  do  with  the  rubbish  in  camp,  espe¬ 
cially  in  the  Boys’  and  Girls’  Scout  camps.  This  burner  will  take 
care  of  all  waste  and  save  you  the  flies  that  endanger  camp  life.
